YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


MANY DOCTORS believe that kidney 


stones can be prevented by bolstering the 
body's natural defenses against them. 
Drugs arc bcjrm used to do just this, by 
restoring thc normal substances found in 
normal urine. 


Doctors arc not sure just what causes 


kidney stones. 
They think that kidney 


infections sometimes lead to thc forma- 
tion of stones, or that an extra high 
amount of salts in thc urine may cause 
them. 


It has been shown that a tumor in 


one of thc parathyroid glands may 
be 


another cause. The parathyroids, in the 
neck, are important in distributing the 
right amount of calcium in 
thc body. 


'Then again, a vitamin A deficiency may 
give a person a tendency toward chronic 
attacks of kidney stones. 


Once a kidney stone forms;, it 
may 


increase any infection present, and cu'l 
off thc normal now of urine. This leads 
to a condition known avS hydroncphrosis, 
which may destroy the kidney. 


Kidney stones often cause a severe 


stabbing pain in the back, which is al- 
most unbearable. The pain may spread 
down into the groin or around thc abdo- 
men. 


Healthy urine contains certain sub- 


starices that have a protective action, 
and prevent kidney stones from growing. 
These substances arc in the form of col- 
loids, which arc suspensions of very tiny 
particles of chemical substances, such as 
we sec in milk. 


People wilh kidney stones are thought 


to lack the'proper amount of these col- 
loids in thc urine. However, 
a drug 


known as hyaluronidasc can be used to 
increase thc amount of colloids to nor- 
mal. 
The drug is mixed with a weak salt 


.solution and injected into thc tissues un- 
der the skin.

NEW ONE-ONE FOUL RULE 


MAY BEFUDDLE FANS 


There will be plenty of befuddled fans in the stands at the Potts- 


town-Kutztown basketball game tonight after the first foul shot is 
attempted. 


Something new in the "if at first you don't succeed" department 


has been added. Instead of getting one shot for personal fouls, the 
players will get two. 


A new foul rule that goes into effect this season is the one and 


one ruling. On plays where one foul shot is awarded by the referees, 
the player shooting the foul gets a second try if he misses his first. 


The weeks of pre-season drills have the cagers pretty well-ac- 


climated to basketball's latest innovation. But the "uneducated" 
fans will be wondering what's going on when the first foul attempt 
bounces back onto the playing floor and instead of a mad scramble, 
both teams stand at case and the foul shooter goes back for sec- 
onds. 
S 


The old rule about two shots being awarded when the foul is 


committed against a player who is in the act of shooting, still stands. 
The one-one has no effect on this type of personal. 


It will take a while to get used to Jhe one-one as can be attested 


to by the players. In early scrimmages at one time or another most 
netters have forgotten themselves and retrieved rebounds on fouls 
missed on the first try. They felt pretty good about their high-leaping 
efforts until the referee asked for the ball. 


Another change that has gone into the PIAA rule books states 


that: 


*'DUIl]Q>rjJr ANY period 01 die lasi three minutes of the" 


quarter, ana during any time of any over-time period, two free throws 
are awarded for all fouls whether or not the first try is made or 
missed. 
This two-shot provision does not apply on successful field 


goal tries." (Neither does the one-one ruling provide for a second 
shot when the field goal is made. 


The refs will not stop the game to warn the teams that the three- 


minute ruling is in effect^ but on the first foul after five minutes of 
the last quarter have been played, the fouled player will get two shots 
and both teams will be told by the officials that the two-foul-shot time 
zone has started. 


Coach Ed Good reports that ticket sales for tonight's game 


have not been moving too rapidly. This is the usual story of pre- 
Christmas games, he said. He also announced that there are plenty 
of season tickets available and that all season-ticket holders are 
guaranteed seats if they arrive by game time. Special seats are 
held open for these fans until the game starts.
